BABSONOUTFOR 
COALITION GOVT 

Financier Says Reform Program Has 

Superseded Recovery Plans and 
is Failing 

Roger Babson, the great financier, 
is not as infallible in his predictions 
as was once supposed. His most re¬ 
cent statement, however, may be re¬ 
garded with favor. He urges that the 
quickest and simplest way to sav e the 
nation is for conservatives of both 
major parties to form a coalition; the 
first 3^ep being toward a balanced 
budget and a curtailment of evil 
spending. 

He says that the administration 
rode in on a platform of recovery 
and followed this platform at first. 
But since that time every major bill 
proposed has been a reform measure. 
. Recovery has been only incidental. 
The public debt has increased seven 
billion dollars; food costs are up 33 
per cent; administration of relief is 
at an all time high, and still prosper¬ 
ity is elusive. 

For the first time in three sessions 
Congress has refused to rubber stamp 
legislative measures. The New Deal 
has come to a fork in the road. 

Important measures - before Con 
gress such as continuation of N.R.A., 
extension of the A.A.A. and regula¬ 
tion of transportation companies are 
J mixed in with inflation, bonus pay¬ 
ment, a new bank system, social pen¬ 
sions, etc. 

My chief criticism of the adminis¬ 
tration says Mr. Babson is that it has 
Undermined people’s morale; it has 
taught politicians to spend-j-ecklessly; 
•it has epcouraged workers to strike; 
it has destroyed confidence in thrift 
and all investments; it has upheld the 
doctrine of producing less and wast¬ 
ing more. Worst of all, it has made 
the worker believe that his interests 
are different from the interests of his 
employer. The split-up of our nation 
into any type of separate groups is 
socially wicked and economically 
wrong. -> 

With business still 21 per cent be¬ 
low normal, the Forgotten Man is 
wondering who is benefiting. Witness 
the volume of mail for Huey Long 
and the millions who signed the 
Townsend petitions. 

The plain fact is that statesman¬ 
ship has collapsed today as did the 
banking system in 1932 and 1933. The 
same cut-throat methods are now be¬ 
ing used f>y politicians as were used 
by Wall Street in the 20’s. The plain 
truth is that the farmers, the unem¬ 
ployed, the veterans, organized labor, 
and state officials are taking the 
Federal Treasury “for a ride.”

Comments on the Festival 

In all festivals with which he has 
been associated, Inspector Edwards 
says that he has never heard any 
child “kick” on the adjudications. 
These young contestants are real 
sportsmen. 

There were many comments on 
the number of boys who figured as 
winners of the solo contests. It seem¬ 
ed to be the opinion that the best 
soloist of the day was Hugh McPher¬ 
son of Vulcan. 

The ingenuity of parents and 
teachers in keeping the contestants 
spick and span in Friday afternoon’s 
downpour was a marvel to spectators 

It wa$ evident both in applause 
aqd in comment, that the decisions of 
the adjudicators were generally very 
popular. It was a heavy day for ail 
those, called upon'to adjudicate and 
their criticisms and praise formed a 
vital part in the value of the festival. 

Although it was impossible to fol- 
. Jow all the adjudications, the com¬ 
ments on the solos were generally 
favorable, noting good quality of 
tone and natural talent, but with 
something to be desired in phrasing, 
and in interpretation. 

Town school choruses came in for 
praise, Vulcan choir winning com¬ 
mendation for its smoother rhythm. 
Quality and timing of contestants 
were generally approved, but a warn 
ing given for special attention to 
blending in part songs. Rural school 
choruses were pronounced very 
sweet, but lacking at times in accen¬ 
tuation of rhythm. 

At no time did the adjudicators 
content themselves with meaningless 
words of praise. Their conscientious 
effort to correct weaknesses and to 
indicate reasons for merit should be 
appreciated by all contestants. Even 
the winners in the majority of events 
were shown where improvement was 
possible. 

Dramatizations brought very good 
marks to the first three in each con¬ 
test, and were greatly enjoyed by the 
spectators, as well as the actors. 
Mrs. Haines’ advice in training the 
little folk in dramatization, was that 
they learn first to act and live in 
their parts, and later to learn their 
lines—the heart and feeling first, 
and then the memorization of lines.

Only a very envious person could 
object to the ' distribution of the 
King’s medals which went to pri¬ 
vates and non-coms as well as “brass 
hats,” to charwomen at Ottawa as 
well as M.P.’s, to poor as well as 
-rich. Not all the deserving could be 
recognized but- the really deserving 
receive pleasure because others were 
.recognized.

Walter Millis, an editor of the 
-New York Herald Tribune, has writ-] 
ten a book to show that the United 
States made a mistake in entering 
the war in 1917. He did not think so 
at the time but he does now. remov¬ 
ed a distance of eighteen years from 
the event. Looking back upon it from 
the same distance we cannot see how 
the step could have been avoided, 
and we are confident Woodrow Wil¬ 
son could not either at the time. He 
would have avoided it if he could. 
There never has been any suggestion 
that he was lukewarm in his desire 
to preserve neutrality. It was Ger¬ 
many, not Wilson, that drove the 
United States into the war. 

• * * 

To do what cannot be avoided is 
not to be classified as a mistake. 
Wilson’s supreme error was made 
after that when he sought to conduct 
the war and arrange a peace on a 
purely Democratic basis. If he had 
taken one or two Republican leaders 
into consultation he would have had 
a "united country behind him. Roose¬ 
velt, Taft, Root, Hughes or Lodge 
would have held the Republican' par¬ 
ty in line and prevented his pe&ce 
programme from being wrecked ’ in 
his owli'xountry. It was a cardinal 
error and its baleful effects are dis¬ 
cernible to-day in the unsettled state 
of affairs in America as well as Eur¬ 
ope. 

• • • 

Failure to achieve a reasonable 
and enduring ' peace puts the stamp 
of failure on any war, no matter how 
successful from a military stand¬ 
point. ^President Wilson’s inability 
■to carry his country with him in 
peace as he did in war must be at¬ 
tributed to his ambition to play a 
lone hand in the negotiations at Ver¬ 
sailles. Leading Republicans who 
had loyally upheld his war measures 
opposed his peace measures bitterly 
and determinedly, and he had to en¬ 
dure the chagrin of having his peace 
proposals rejected by his own coun¬ 
try. A little less partisanship on his 
part and some disposition to enlist the 
co-operation" of political opponents, 
would have altered for the better the 
post-war history of the United 
States and probably of Europe. 

• • • 

He had the example before him of 
the United Kingdom and Canada 
where coalition were found neces¬ 
sary. It is not suggested that he 
should have .done the same, but it is 
suggested that he should have invit¬ 
ed some representative Republican 
leader to accompany him to Ver¬ 
sailles. He had antagonized that par¬ 
ty by writing a letter urging the 
electors to support the Democratic 
party as a necessary act in the prose 
cution of- the war. It was therefore 
incumbent upon him to make amends 
for that error and to share with Re¬ 
publican leaders the responsibility 
for the peace terms.
